And therefoze he is 
likened to a tree, hauing ſweet fruit, 
but a ſowze rote: He that will carry a 
Bull with Milo, muſt carry him acalfe 
alſo:and he that wil haue Hearts eaſe, 
muff needes haue ſome Arſe-ſmart | 
with all Hearts eaſe. Pur Elders did 
verp aptly compare time to a man 
with a bald head, haningia locke of | 
haire befoze , to ſignifie that if it bes | 
once pat, he cannot be catched hold vp⸗ 
en, 92 pulled backe againe: hauing at⸗ 


and ſwiltneſle away, and with a ſpthe | 
in his hand, ltke a mower fetching his 
ſcroke, in token that hee is neuer idle, 
dut alwaies wozking. A diligent pouth 
bꝛingeth fozth a learned age, a iopfull

Dlenelle is called the mother of ig⸗ 

noꝛance, the nurſe of vice, the pitlow 
of Satan, the image of death, c ground 
of all miſchiefe: it makcth hraup 
dands, lumpich legges, beaſtly bellies, 
dzowſte pates, and witleſſe wils. 

The fowles of the apze were made 
to flpe, the filbes of the ſea to ſwimme, 
the beaſts of the field to trauell, # man 


to labour. As ſoone as Adam was cre» g, 


ated, to auoid idleneſſe, hee was ſet to 
dꝛeſle the garden. After his fall it was 
ſai vnto him: In the ſweat ol thy face 
ſhalt thou cate thp bzead. Noah plantes 
a Uinepard : lacob, Moſes and Dauid 
kept ſbcepe. The bertuous woman in 


the Prouerbs .eate not her bzead with 


tdlencie,ſhe was bp earip and late, las 
bouring gladly with her hands: Ge OC» 
tupied wooll and _ lapd hold vpon

the Diſtatfe, and put her fingers fo the 
Spindle. In the Common - wealth of 
Iſrael, euerp degr& had his dutp and ofs 
fice appointed, e ns idle ſtate allowed. 
Foz idleneſſe, the Lozd rained downe 
fire and bzimſfone bpsn Sodom and 
Gomoz. In the Pꝛimitiue Church it 
was ſoze puniſhed. Amongſt the anci- 
ent Romanes, no man was ſuffered to

walke in the frets without the toole 


in his hand, whereby he got his lining: 
and ik any mans lands were left vn- 
plowed, o2 huſbanded acco2ding to the 
cuſtome of the Country, it was bylaw 
confiſcate. The Cgyptians were ſeue- 
rally examined once a pœre how they 
tined, and ſpent their time: and being 
found idle, were puniſhed with death. 
The Indians ſogreatlpdeteft ivleneſſe 
at this day, that enery family are 
ſtraightly examined befoze dinner:and 
onely thoſe which haue deſerued it by 
labour,ſuffred to eate:and the reff con- 
krained to faſt. Dee that tilleth his 
land (ſaith Salomon) ſhall haue plenty 
of bzead:but he that followeth idlenefle 
fhal haue pouertp. He that will not las 
bour(laith the ApoNle )let him not eat.

gathering her hony, the pooze Flye in 
pꝛouiding her ſuſtenance in an old hol- 
low Reede: the Doꝛmouſe in hozding

It is required in a Gentleman, to be Pra 15.34, 37 
in like and conuerſation well gouer- 3“. 
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tue, is ofn many deſired, but of few de⸗ 
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ſerned: fo2 as that ſmall number, in⸗ 
dued with honeſt nature, and cinill dil⸗ 
poſition, repoſe their chiefe pleaſure 
and delight, in learning 4 knowledge: 
ſo the greateſt number of all degrees, 
doe ſet their whole felicitie in wealth 
and wozldly vanity: to whom vertue 
ſeemeth as tedious, as to good men 
vice is irkeſome. 

To lpeake of valure, to the fainf= 
hearted: of charitp, to the vnmercifull: 
of courteſie, to the churliſh: oz ol wile⸗ 
dome, to the foliſh: is much like, as the 
telling ofa tale vnto one that is heauy 
alleepe: who being awaked, aſketh 
what is the matter. Scarlet hath no 
colour: to him that ſecth it not: the 
Emrald is of ſmall pzice to him that 
knoweth it not: and Arts of little ac- 
count, to thoſe that haue them not.

And the beſt counſell that 
Marcus Varro could giue bnto married 
men: Vitium vxoris, {i corrigi non poſ« 
ſir, ferendum eſſe: let her ſay what ths 
will. Better ber tongue wagge, then 
her heart break. It is ſaid, that an Aſſe, 
a Malnut tree, and a Woman, aſke 
much beating befoze thep be good. But 
Jam verilp reſolued, that a vertuous 
Moman that is wiſe, one wozd of her 
Muſbans doth ſuffice. But ik ſhee bee 
ſuch a one, as neither gentle admonitt- 
en, the feare ał God, the ipeech of

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ple, nog the hame of her perſon can 


p2enailc: all the wiſe ſapings of Salo- 
mon, with an hundzed flriprs to 
mends, wil not ſuffice to refo2me oz as 
mend her A woman is aptly compared 
to a dꝛzinking glaſſe, which being gen. 
tip handled, is both pleaſant in fight, 
and necellarp in ble. Put if moze 
roughly vled, then the tenderneſſe of 
that metall can beare, ts ſoone bzoken, 
and ſpoiled.
